require that it be received as such by all the members 
of the same: And this Book shall be in use from and 
after the First Day of October, in the Year of our Lord 
one thousand seven, hundred and ninety. 


“PREFACE. 


T isa most invaluable part of that blessed liberty wherewith Cunist 

hath made us free, that in his worship, different forms and usages 
may without offence be allowed, provided the substance of the Faith be 
kept entire; and that, in every Churcl),what cannot be clearly deter- 
mined to belong to Doctrine must be referred to Discipline; and there- 
fore, by common consent and authority, may be altered, abridged, en- 
lJarged, amended, or oiherwise disposed of, as may seem most convenient 
for the edification of the people, “ according to the various exigencies of 
times and occasions.” 

_ The Church of Bagland, to which the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
these States is indebted, under Gop, for her first foundation and a long 
con\inuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the Preface of her 
Book of Common Prayer, laid it down as a rule, that “The particular 
forms of Diyine Worship, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be 
used therein, being things in their own nature indifferent and alterable, 
and so acknowledged, itis but reasonable that upon weighty and impor- 
tant considerations, according to the various exigencies of times and oc- 
casions, such changes and alterations should be made therein, as to those 
who are, in. places of authority should, from time to time, seem either 
necessary or expedient.” 

_. The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in her Ar- 
ticles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of occasional 
alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public Worship; and we 
find accordingly, that, seeking to ‘‘ keep the happy mean between too 
much stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness in admitting variations 
in things once advisedly established, she hath, in the reign of several 
Princes, since the first compiling of her Liturgy in the time of Edward 
the Sixth, upon just and weighty considerations her thereunto moving, 
yielded to make such alterations in some particulars, as in their respee- 
tive times were thought convenient; yet so as that the main body and 
essential spans of the same (as well in the chiefest materials, as in the 
frame and order thereor) have still been continued firm and unshaken.” 

Her fn aim in these different reviews and alterations hath been, 
_as she further declares in her said Preface, ‘‘ to do that which, according 
to her best) understanding, might most tend to the preservation of peace 
aud unity in the Church; the proouring of reverence, and the exciting of 
piety and devotion in the worship of Gon; and, finally, the cutting off 
occasion, from them that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her 
Liturgy.” And although, according to her judgment, there be not “any 

thing im it contrary to the Word of Gop, or to sound doctrine, or which a 
godly man may not with a good conscience use and submit unto, or which 
is not fairly defensible, if allowed such just and favourable’ construction 
asin common equity ought to be allowed to all human writings;” yet 
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upon the principles already laid down, it cannot but be supposed that 
further alterations would in time be found expedient, Accordingly, 2 
commission for a review was issued in the year 1689: but this great and 
good work miscarried at that time; and the Civil Authority has not 
since thought proper to revive it by any new commission. ' 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these American States 
became independent with respect to civil government, their ecclesiastical 
independence was necessarily included; and the different religious de- 
nominations of Christians in these States were left at full and equal lib- 
erty to model and organize their respective Churches, and forms of wor- 
ship, and discipline, in such manner as they might judge most convenient 
for their future prosperity ; consistently with the constitution and laws 
of their country, 

The attention of this Church was in the first place drawn to those al- 
terations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the prayers, for our 
Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution, And the principal care 
herein was to make them conformable to what ought to ha the proper 
end of all such prayers, namely, that “ Rulers may have grace, wisdom, 
and understanding to execute justice, and to maintain truth;” and that 
fie people “may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness and 

onesty. 

But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, they 
could not but, with gratitude to Gop, embrace the happy ‘occasion 
which was offered to thers (uninfluenced and unrestrained by any world- 
ly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the Public Service. 
and to establish such other alterations and amendments therein as might 
be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of 
them also, MEOH, a comparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer 
of the Church of England. In which it will also appear that this Church 
is far from intending to depart from the Church of ct in any essen 
tial point of doctrine, discipline, or worship; or further than local cir- 
cumstances require. 

* And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it is 
hoped the whole will be received and examined by every true member 
of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and 
charitable frame of mind; without prejudice or prepossessions; seriously 
considering what Christianity is, and what the truths of the Gospel are; 
and earnestly beseeching “Aunighty Gop to accompany with his Piessing 
every endeavour for promulgating them to’ mankind, in the clearest, 
lainest, most affecting and majestic manner, for the sake of Jesus 
‘HIST, our blessed Lord and Saviour, : 
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THE ORDER 
HOW THE PSALTER IS APPOINTED TO BE READ. 


HP Psalter shall be read through once every month, as it is there appointed, 
“both for Morning and Evening Prayer. Beatin February, it shall be read 
only‘to the twenty-eighth or twenty-ninth day of the month. 

And whereas, Jenuary, March, May, July, August, October, and December, have 
one-and-thirty days apiece; it is ordered, that the same Psalms shall be read 
the last day of the said months which were read the day before; 30 that the 
Psalter may begin again the first day of the next month ensuing. 

And Whereas Uié 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and is 
over long to be readvat one time; it is so ordered, that at one time shall not be 
read above fourjor five of the said Portions, 

“The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter as divided for Daily Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selectious set out by this Church, 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Civil or 

‘by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such Psalms as he 

shall think fitin his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, in a Service set out for the Occasion; which, in that 
ease; shall be used; and no other.

THE ORDER 


HOW THE REST OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURE IS APPOINTED TO 
BE READ. 


‘ epee Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer; so that the most part thereof will be read every year once, as 
in the Calendar is appointed. 


The New Testament is appointed for the Second Lessons at Morning and 
Evening Prayer. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every day, look for the day of the 
month in the Calendar following, and there ye shall find the Chapters that shall 
be read for the Lessons, both at Morning and Evening Prayer; except only the 
Moveable Feasts, which are not in the Calendar; and the Immoveable, where 
there is a blank left in the column of Lessons ; the Proper Lessons for all which 
days are to be found in the Table of Proper Lessons, 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, the same rule is to obtain as in 
Teading the Psalms. 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed on occasions of Ecclesiastical 
Conventions, and those of Charitable Collections. ; 


And Note, That whensoever Proper Psalms or Lessons are appointed, then 
the Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course appointed in the Psalter and Calen- 
dar, if they be different, shall be omitted for that time. 

' Note also, That the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, appointed for the Sunday, 
shall serve all the Week after, where it is not iu this Book otherwise ordered,

And 
when they had received it, they murmured against 
the good-man of the house, saying, These last have 
wrought but one hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, which have borne the burden and 
heat of the day. But he answered one of them, 
and said, Friend, I do thee no wrong; didst not 
thou agree with me for a penny? Take that thine 
is, and go thy way; I will give unto this last even 
as unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I 
will with mine own? Is thine eye evil, because I 
am good? So the last shall be first, and the first 
last : for many be called, but few chosen.

Of the Jews five times received I forty stripes 
save one; thrice was I beaten with rods, once was 
I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and a 
day I have been in the deep; in journeyings often, 
in perils of waters, in perils of robbers, in perils by 
mine own countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in 
perils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, in per- 
ils in the sea, in perils among false brethren; in 
weariness and painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and na- 
kedness, Besides those things that are without, 
that which cometh upon me daily, the care of all 
the churches. Who is weak, and I am not weak ? 
who is offended, and I burn not? If I must needs 
glory, I will glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. ‘The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for evermore, know- 
eth that I lie not. 


THE GosPEL. St. Luke viii. 4. 


HEN much people were gathered together, 
‘ and were come to him out of every city, he 
spake by a parable. A sower went out to sow his 
seed: and as he sowed, some fell by the way-side; 
end it was trodden down, and the’ fowls of the air 
devoured it. And some fell upon a rock; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered away, because 
it lacked moisture, And some fell among thorns ; 
and the thorns sprang up with it, and choked it. 
And’ other -fell on good ground, and sprang up, 
and bare fruit an hundred-fold. And when he had 
said these things, he cried, He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear, And his disciples asked him, 
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saying, What might this parable be? And he said, 
Unto you it is given to know the mysteries of the 
kingdom of God: but to others in parables ; that 
seeing they might not see, and hearing they might 
not understand. Now the parable is this: The 
seed is the Word of God. Those by the way-side 
are they that hear; then cometh the deyil, and 
taketh away the word out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe and be saved. They on the rock are 
they, which, when they hear, receive the word with 
joy; and these have no root, which for a while be- 
lieve, and in time of temptation fall away. And 
that which fell among thorns are they, which, when 
they have heard, go forth, and are choked with 
eares and riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. But that on the good 
ground are they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience.

ELL me, ye that desire to be under the Law,

but he of the free-woman was by promise... Which 
things are an allegory: for these arethe two cove- 
nants; the one from the Mount Sinai, which gen- 
deveth to bondage, which is Agar: For this Agar 
is Mount Sinai in Arabia, and answereth to Jerusa- 
lem: which now is, and is in: bondage with her chil- 
dren. But Jerusalem which is above is free, which 
is the mother of us all. For it is written, Rejoice, 
-thou barren that bearest not; break forth and ery, 
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thou that travailest not: -for the desolate, hath 
many more children than she which hath an hus- 
band. Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise. But as then he that was born 
after the flesh persecuted him that was born after 
the Spirit, even so it is now. Nevertheless, what 
saith the Scripture? Cast out the bond-woman 
and her son; for the son of the bond-woman shall 
not be heir with the son of the free-woman. So 
then, brethren, we are not. children of the bond- 
woman, but of the free. 


THE GosPEL. St.John vi. 1. 


TESUS went over the Sea of Galilee, whichis the 
Sea of Tiberias. And ‘a igreat multitude fol- 
lowed him, because they saw his miracles which he 
did on them that were diseased. And Jesus went 
up into a mountain, and there he sat with his dis- 
ciples. And:the Passover, a feast of the Jews, was 
nigh. When Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and 
saw a great company come unto him, he saith unto 
Philip, Whence shall we buy bread, that these may 
eat? (And this he said to prove him ; for he him- 
self knew what he would do.) Philip answered 
him, Two hundreth pennyworth of bread is not 
sufficient. for them, that every one ‘of them may 
take a little, One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, saith unto him, There is a lad her é, 
which hath five barley loaves, and two small fishes : 
but what are they among so many? ' And Jesus 
said, Make the men sit oan Now there was 
much grass in the place. So the men sat down, in 
number about five thousand. And Jesus took the 
loaves; ‘and when he had given thanks, he dis- 
tributed to the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down; and likewise of, the fishes as 
much as they would. When they were filled, he 
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said unto his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. Therefore they 
gathered them together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that had eaten. 
Then those men, when‘ they had seen the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, This is of a truth that Prophet 
that should come into the world.

THE GosPEL. St. Matt. xxvii. 1. 
HEN. the morning. was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took coun- 
sel against Jesus to put him to death. And when 
they had bound him, they led him away, and de- 
livered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. Then 
Judas, who had betrayed him, when he saw that 
he was condemned, repented himself, and brought 
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ain the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests 
nd elders, saying, I have sinned, in that I have be- 
trayed the innocent blood. And they said, What 
is that to us? see thou to that, And he cast down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himsclf. And the chief 
riests' took the: silver pieces, and said, It is not 
awful for to put them into the treasury, ‘because it 
is the price of blood, And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, to bury strang- 
sin. | Wherefore that field was called, The field 
of blood, unto this day. Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of silver, the price 
of Him that was,valued, whom they of the children 
of Israel did value ; and gave them for the potter’s 
eld, as:the Lorp. appointed me. And Jesus stood 
before the governor; and the governor asked him, 
saying, Art:thou the King of the Jews? And Je- 
sus said unto him, Thou sayest. And when he! was 
accused of the chief priests and elders, he answered 
nothing. Then saith Pilate unto him, Hearest thou 
not how many things they witness against thee ? 
And he answered him to never a word; insomuch 
that the governor marvyelled greatly. Now at that 
feast the governor was wont to release unto the 
people a prisoner, whom, they would. And they 
had then a notable prisoner, called . Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were gathered together, Pi- 
late said unto them, Whom will ye that I release 
unto: you? Barabbas,. or Jesus which is called 
Christ? For he knew that for envy they had de- 
livered him. When he was set down on the judg- 
ment-seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, Have 
thou nothing to, do with that just man; for I have 
suffered’ many things this day in a dream because 
of him. But the chief priests and elders persuaded 
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the multitude that they should ask Barabbas, and 
destroy Jesus. The governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I re- 
lease unto you? They said, Barabbas. Pilate 
saith unto them, What shall I do then with Jesus, 
which is called Christ? They all say unto him, 
Let him be crucified! And the governor: said, 
Why, what evil hath he done? But they eried out 
the more, saying, Let him he crucified! When 
Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he took water and 
washed his hands before the multitude, saying, I 
am innocent of the blood of this just person: see 
ye to it, Then answered all thespeople, and said, 
His blood be on us, and ‘on our children! . Then 
released he Barabbas unto’ them ; «and when he had: 
scourged Jesus, he. delivered him: to. be: erucified. 
Then the soldiers of the governor took: Jesus into 
the common hall, and gathered unto him ‘the whole 
band of soldiers. . And they stripped him, and put 
on him a searlet robe. . And when they had platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon: his. head, and 
a reed in‘his right hand; and they bowed the knee 
before him; and mocked him, saying; Hail, King of 
the Jews! And they spit upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him ‘on the head. And after that 
they had mocked him, they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name: him they 
compelled to bear his cross,. And when they were 
eome unto a place called Golgotha, that is to say, a 
place of a skull, they gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall: and when he had tasted there- 
of, he would not drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, casting lots: that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, 
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They parted my garments among them, and: upon 
my vesture did they cast lots. “And sitting down 
they watched him there; and set up over his head 
his accusation written, THIS IS. JESUS. THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him, one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. And they that passed by 
reviled him, wagging their heads, and saying, Thou 
that destroyest the temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, 
come down fromthe cross. Likewise also the 
chief priests mocking him, with the scribes and 
elders, said, He saved others; himself he cannot 
save. If he be the King of Israel, let him now 
come down from the cross, and we will believe him. 
He trusted in God; let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him: for he said, 1am ‘the Son of God. 
The thieves also, which were crucified with him, 
‘cast the same’ in his teeth. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over all the land unto the 
ninth hour, And about the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Hi! Eli! lama sabach- 
thani? that is to say, My God! my God! why hast 
thou forsaken me? Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard that, said, This man calleth for 
Hlias.© And’ straightway one of them ran, and took 
a sponge, and filled it with vinegar, and put iton a 
reed, and gave him to drink: . The rest said, Let 
be, let us see whether Elias will come to save him: 
Jesus, when he had cried again with a loud voice, 
yielded up the ghost. And behold, the vail of the 
temple was rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tom; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; 
and the graves were opened; and many bodies of 
saints which slept arose, and came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many. Now when the centu- 
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rion, and they that were with him, watching Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those things that were 
done, they feared greatly,’ sayimg, Truly this ‘was 
the Son of God.

I gave my back to the smiters, and my cheeks to 
them that plucked off the hair: I hid not my face 
from shame and spitting. For the Lord Gop will 
help me; therefore shall I not be confounded : 
therefore have I set my face like a flint, and I know 
that Ishall not be ashamed. He.is near that justi- 
fieth me; who will contend with me? let us stand 
together: who is mine adversary? (let him come 
near to me. Behold, the Lord Gop will help me; 
who is he that: shall condemn me? Lo, they all 
shall wax old as a garment; the moth shall. eat 
them ‘up. Who-is among you that  feareth ‘the 
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RD, that obeyeth the voice of his servant, that 
\alleeth in darkness, and hath no light ? let him 
trust in the Name of the Lorp, and stay upon his 
God. Behold, all” ye’ that kindle a fire, that com- 
pass yourselves about with sparks: walkin the 
light of your fire, and in the sparks that ye have 
kindled, “This shall ye have of mine hand; ye shall 
lie down in sorrow.

ND straightway in the morning. the chief 

priests held’ a consultation with the elders 
and seribes, and the whole council, and bound Je- 
sus, and carried him away, and delivered him to 
Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art thou the King 
of the Jews?» And he answering said unto him, 
Thou sayest it. - And the chief priests accused him 
of many things: but he answered nothing. And 
Pilate asked him again, saying Answerest. thou 
nothing? behold how many things they witness 
against thee.

(For 
he knew that the: chief priests had delivered him 
him for:envy.)~ But the chief priests moved the 
people, that he should rather release Barabbas unto 
them. And Pilate answered and said again unio 
them, What will ye then that I shall do unto him 
whom ye eall the King of the Jews? And they 
cried out again, Crucify him! Then Pilate said unto 
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them, Why, what evil hath he done? And they 
cried out the more exceedingly, Crucify him! And 
so Pilate, willing to content. the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jesus, when he 
had scourged chim, to be erucified.. And the sol- 
diers led him away into the hall, called Praetorium ; 
and they called together the whole band. And they 
clothed him with purple, and platted a crown, of 
thorns, and put it about his head, and began to sa- 
lute him, Hail; King of the Jews! ‘And they smote 
him ‘on the head with a reed, and did spit’ upon 
him, and bowing their knees worshipped him. And 
when they had mocked him, they’ took off the pur- 
ple from him, and put his own clothes on him, and 
led him out to crucify him.» And they compel) one 
fimon a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming. out) of 
the country, the father of Alexander and Rufus, to 
bear his cross, And they bring him unto the place 
Goleotha, which is, being interpreted, The place of 
a skull. And they gave him to drink wine mingled 
with myrrh; but he received it not. And when 
they had crucified him, they parted his garments, 
casting lots upon them, what»every man; should 
take. “And it was the third hour, and they eruci- 
fied him.’ And the superseription of his accusation 
was written over, THE KING OF THE JEWS, 
And with him they crucify two thieves ; the one-on 
his right hand, and the other on his left. . And the 
Seripture was fulfilled, which “saith, And! he was 
numbered with the transgressors. And they that 
passed by railed on him; wagging their heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest it in three days, save thyself, and come 
down ‘from the cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking said among themselves with the 
seribes, He saved others; himself he cannot save: 
Let Christ the King of Israel descend now from the 
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cross, that we may see and believe. And they that 
‘were erucified with him reviled him. And when 
the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over 
| the whole land until the ninth hour. And at the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Eloi! lot! lama sabachthani ? which is, being in- 
terpreted, My God! my God! why hast. thou for- 
saken me? ‘And some of them that stood by, 
when they heard it, said, Behold, he calleth. Elias. 
And one ran and filled a sponge full of vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, saying, 
Let alone; let us see whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jesus ried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghost. And the vail of the tem- 
ple'was rent in twain, from the top to the bottom. 
‘And when the centurion, which stood over against 
him, saw that he’so cried out, and gave up the 
ghost, he said, Truly this man was the Son of God.

Weducsday betore Guster, 
THE EPISTLE. Heb. ix. 16. 


HERE a testament is, there must also of ne- 

VY cessity be the death of the testator, For 4 
testament is of foree after men are dead; otherwise 
it is of no strength at all whilst the testator liveth. 
Whereupon neither the first testament’ was dedicat- 
ed without blood. For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people according to the 
Law, he took the blood of calves and of goats, with 
water, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled 
both the book and all’ the people, saying, This is 
the blood of the testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you, Moreover, he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the vessels of the 
ministry. And almost all things are by the Law 
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purged with blood; and without shedding of blood - 
is no remission. It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heayens should be 
purified with these; but the heavenly things them- 
selves with better sacrifices than these. For Christ 
is not entered into the holy places\ made) with 
hands, which are the: figures of the true ;| but. into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of God 
for us... Nor. yet that he should offer himself often; 
as the high priest entereth into the Holy Place 
every year with blood of others; (for then must he 
often have suffered since the foundation of the 
world ;) but now once in the end of the world hath 
he appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. And as it is appointed unto men once. to 
die, but after this the judgment: so Christ was 
once offered to bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 


THE GOSPEL. St. Luke xxii, 1. 


OW the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, 
which is-called the Passover.,..And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how they might kill him, 
for they feared the people. Then entered Satan into 
Judas surnamed Iscariot, being of the number of 
the twelve. And he went his way, and communed 
with the chief priests and captains, how he might 
betray him unto them, And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give him money, And he promised, 
and sought opportunity to betray him unto them in 
the absence of the multitude. Then came the day 
of unleavened bread, when the passover must be 
killed, And he sent Peter and John, saying, Go 
and prepare us the passover, that we may eat, 
And they said unto him, Where wilt thou that we 
prepare? And he said unto them, Behold, when 
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ye are entered into the city, there shall a man meet 
| you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow him into 
the house where‘he entereth in. And-ye shall say 
unto the good man of the house, The Master saith 
unto thee, Where is the guest-chamber, where I 
shall eat the passover with my disciples? - And he 
shall show you a large upper room furnished : there 
make ready. And they went, and found as he had 
said unto them: and they made ready the passover. 
And when the hour was come, he sat down, and 
the twelve apostles with him, And he said unto 
them, With desire I have desired ‘to eat this pass- 
over with you before I suffer’) For I say unto you, 
I will not any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled 
in the Kingdom -of God. And he took the cup, 
and gave thanks, and said, Take this, and divide it 
among yourselves. For I say unto you, I will not 
drink of the fruit.of the vine, until the Kingdom of 
God shall come. And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, saying, 
This is my body which is given for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. Likewise also the cup after 
supper, saying, This cup is the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you. But behold, the 
hand of him that betrayeth me is with me on the 
table, And truly the Son of Man goeth as it was 
determined; but wo unto that man by whom he is 
betrayed! And they began to inquire among them- 
selves, which of them it was that should do this 
thing. And there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted the eveatest. 
And he said unto them, The kings’ of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship, over them ; and they that exercise 
authority upon them are called benefactors. But 
ye shall not be so: but he that is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger ; and he thatis chief, 
as he that doth serve, Far whether is greater, he

that sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? Is not he 

that sitteth at meat? But Iam among you as he 
that serveth. Ye are they which have continued 
with me in my temptations. And I appoint unto 
you a kingdom, as my T'ather hath appointed unto 
me; that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he 
may sift you as wheat: but I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not; and when thou art con- 
verted, strengthen thy brethren. And he said unto 
him, Lord, I am ready to go with thee, both into 
prison, and to death. And he said, I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou knowest me. And 
he said unto them, When I sent you without purse, 
and serip, and shoes, lacked ye any thing? And 
they said, Nothing, Then said he unto them, But 
now, he that hath a purse, let him take it, and like- 
wise his scrip: and he that hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment, and buy one. For I say unto you, 
that this that is written must yet be accomplished 
in me, And he was reckoned among the transgress- 
ors: for the things concerning me have an end. 
And they said, Lord, behold, here are two swords. 
And he said unto them, It is enough, And he 
came out, and went, as he was wont, to the Mount 
of Olives';.and his. disciples also followed him. 
And when he was at the place, he said unto them, 
Pray that ye enter not into temptation, And he 
was withdrawn from them about astone’s cast, and 
kneeled down, and prayed, saying, Father, if thou 
be willing, remove this cup from me: nevertheless, 
not my wil], but thine, be done. And there ap- 
peared an angel unto him from heaven, strengthen- 
ing him, And being in an agony, he prayed more: 
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earnestly ; and his sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the ground. “And ‘when 
he rose up from prayer, and was come to his disci- 
ples, he found them sleeping for sorrow, and said 
unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye 
enter into temptation. And while he yet spake, 
behold a multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew near 
unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto him, 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son of Man with a kiss ? 
When they which were about him saw what would 
follow, they said unto him, Lord, shall we smite 
with the sword? and one of them smote the ser- 
vant of the high priest, and cut off his’ right ear. 
‘And Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far, 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. Then 
Jesus said unto the chief priests, and captains of 
the temple, and the elders which were come to him, 
Be ye come out as against a thief, with swords and 
staves?» When I was daily with you in the temple, 
ye stretched forth no hands against me: but this 
is your hour, and the power of darkness, Then 
took they him, and led him, and brought him into 
the high priest’s house. . And. Peter followed afar 
off. And when they had kindled a fire in the midst 
of the hall, and were set down together, Peter sat 
down among them. But a certain maid beheld 
him as he sat by the fire, and earnestly looked upon 
him, and said, This man was also with him. And 
he denied him, saying, Woman, I know him not. 
And after a little while another saw him, and said; 
Thou art also of them. And Peter said, Man, I am 
not. And about the space of one hour after, an- 
other confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth, this 
fellow also was with him; for he is a Galilean, 
And Peter said, Man, I know not what thou’ sayest. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the cock 
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crew. . And, the Lord turned; and looked upon 
Peter. And Peter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he had said unto him, Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And Peter went 
out, and wept bitterly. And the men that held - 
Jesus mocked him, and smote him. And when 
they had blindfolded him, they struck him on the 
face, and, asked. him, saying, Prophesy, who is. it 
that smote thee? And many other things. blas- 
phemously spake they against him, And as soon 
as it was day, the elders of the people, and the 
chief priests, and the seribes) came together, and 
led him into their couneil, saying, Art thou the 
Christ? tell us. And he said unto them, If I tell 
you, ye will not believe: and if I also ask you, ye 
will not answer me, nor let me go. Hereafter shall 
the Son of Man sit on the right hand of the power 
of God.. Then said they all, Art thou then the Son 
of God? And he said unto them, Ye say, that I 
am, And they said; What need we any further . 
witness? for we ourselves have heard of his own 
mouth.

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. xi. 17, 

N this that I declare unto you, I praise you not; 
that ye come together not for the better, but 

for the worse. For first of all; when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there be divisions 
among you; and I partly believe it. For there 
must be also heresies among you, that they which 
are approved may be made manifest among yous 
When ye come together therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord’s Supper. Yor in eating 
every one taketh before other his own supper; and 
one is hungry, and another is drunken. What! 
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have ye‘not houses’ to eat and to drink in? or de- 
‘spise ye the church of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? Ipraise you not. For I have re- 
ceived of the Lord that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus, the same night in which 
he was betrayed, took bread: and when he had 
\given thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, eat; this 
is my body, whichis broken for you: this do in re- 
membrance of me. After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, saying, This 
cup is the new testament in my blood: this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me. For 
‘as often as ye eat this bread, /and drink this cup, 
ye do show the Lord’s death till he come. | Where- 
fore, whosoever shall eat this bread, and drink this 
eup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood ‘of the Lord. But let a man ex- 
‘amine himself, and so let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup., For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh damna- 
tion to) himself, not discerning the Lord’s body. 
For this cause many are weak and sickly among 
you, and many sleep. For if we would judge our- 
‘selves, we should not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be'condemned with the world. Where- 
fore, my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. And if any man hunger, let 
‘him eat at home; that. ye come not together unto 
condemnation, And the rest will I set in order 
when I come, 


THE GospzL, St. Luke xxiii. 1. 
) HE whole multitude of them arose, and led 
-t_ himounto Pilate. And they began to. accuse 
‘him, saying, We’ found this fellow perverting the 
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nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Cesar, 
saying that he himself is Christ a king. And 
Pilate asked him, saying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he answered him, and said, Thou say- 
est it. Then said Pilate to the chief priests and to 
the people, I find no fault in this man:) And they © 
were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the © 
people, teaching throughout. all Jewry, beginning 
from Galilee to this place.

And Herod with his men of war set him at nought, 
and mocked him and arrayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and sent him again to Pilate. And the same 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together; 
for before they were at enmity between themselves. 
And Pilate, when he had ealled together the chief 
‘priests, and the rulers, and the people, said unto 
them, Ye have brought this man unto me, as. one 
that perverteth the people: and behold, 1 having 
examined him before you; have found no fault in 
this man, touching those things whereof ye accuse 
him. No, nor yet Herod: for I sent, you to. him; 
and lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto him. 
I will therefore chastise him, and release him. (For 
of necessity he must release one unto them at the 
feast.) And they cried out all at once, saying, 
Away with this man, and release unto us Parabbas:

Above, when he said, Sacrifice. and 
offering and burnt-offerings and offering for sin 
thou wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure therein ; 
which are offered by the Law ; then. said he, Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God. "He taketh away the 
first, that he may "establish the second, By the 
which will we are sanctified, through the offering 
of the body of Jesus Christ once for all, An 

every priest standeth daily ministering and offering 
oftentimes the same sacriffices, which) can never 
take away sins: but this: Man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth expecting till his’ 
enemies be made his footstool. For by one offer- 
ing he hath perfected for ever them that are ‘sanc.'

assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water.

ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged

Pi- 
late-therefore went forth again, and saith unto 
them, Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no fault in him.

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answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? Knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power to release 
thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no 
power at all against me, except it were given 
thee from above: therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater sm. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: but the 
Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this man go, 
thou art not Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh 
himself a king, speaketh against Cesar, When 
Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought Je- 
sus forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat, in a 
place that is called the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha, And it was the preparation of 
the Passover, and about the sixth hour: and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they 
eried out, Away with him! away with him! crucify 
him! Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered, We have no 
king but Casar. Then delivered he him therefore. 
unto them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, 
and led him away. And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place of a skull, which 
is called in the Hebrew, Golgotha ; where they cru- 
cified him, and two others with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the eross. And the writing 
was, JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was erucified was 
nigh to the city; and it was written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief priests 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the 
Jews; but that he said, lam King of the Jews. 
Pilate answered, What I have written, I have writ- 
ten. Then the soldiers, when they had erucified 
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Jesus, took his garments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it whose 
it shall be: that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, They parted my raiment among them, 
and for my vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mother, 
and the disciple standing by, whom he loved, he 
| saith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy son! 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother ! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto his 
own home, After this, Jesus knowing that all 
‘things were now accomplished, that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now there was 
set a vessel full of vinegar: and they filled a sponge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put it to 
his mouth. When Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he;said, It is finished; and he bowed 
his head, and gave up the ghost. The Jews there- 
fore, because it was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on the sabbath- 
day, (for that sabbath-day was an high day,) be- 
sought Pilate that their legs might be broken, 
and that they might be taken away. Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and of 
the other which was crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jesus, and saw that he was dead al- 
ready, they brake not his legs: but one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. And he that saw 
it bare record, and his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he saith true, that ye iat Nips ta 
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For these things were done, that the Scripture 
should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be 
broken, And again another Scripture saith, They 
shall look on him whom they pierced.

had taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, and laid it in his own new tomb, which he 
had hewn out in the rock; and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulchre, and departed. 
And there was Mary Magdalene, and the other 
| Mary, sitting over against the sepulchre. Now the 


‘next day, that followed the day of the preparation, 


the chief priests and Pharisees came together unto 
Pilate, saying, Sir, we remember that that deceiver 
said, while he was yet alive, After three days I will 
rise ‘again. Command therefore that the sepulchre 
be made sure until the third day, lest his disciples 
come by night, and steal him away, and say unto 
the people, He is risen from the dead: so the last 
error shall be worse than the first. Pilate said 
unto them, Ye have a watch: go your way, make 
it as sure as ye can. So they went and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch,

And certain of them which were 
with us went to the sepulchre, and found it even so 
aS’ the women had said; but him they saw not. 
Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart 
to believe all that’ the Prophets have spoken! 
Ought not Christ to have suffered'these things, and 
to enter into his glory ? And beginning at Moses, 
and all. the Prophets, he expounded unto them in 
all the Seriptures the things concerning himself. 
And they, drew nigh unto, the village whither they 
went; and he made as though he would have gone 
further. But they constrained him, saying, Abide 
with us; for it is toward evening, and the day is 
far spent, And he went ‘in to tarry with them,

he took bread, and blessed it, and brake, and gave 
to them.

For if any be a 
hearer of the Word, and not a doer, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in a glass: for he 
beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, and straight- 
way forgetteth what manner of man he was. But 
whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and 
continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, 
but a doer of the work, this. man shall be blessed in 
his deed. If any man among you seem to be reli- 
gious, and bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man’s religion is vain. Pure re- 
ligion and undefiled before God and the Father is 
this, To visit the fatherless and widows in their 
affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the 
world, 
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THE GospErL. St, John xvi. 23. 
ERILY, verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever 
ye shall ask the Father in my Name, he will 
giveit you. Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my 
Name; ask, and ye shall reecive, that your joy may 
be full. These things have I spoken unto you in 
proverbs: the time cometh when I shall no more 
speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall show you 
plainly of the Father. At that day ye shall ask in 
my Name; and I say not unto you, that [ will pray 
the Father for you; for the Father himself loveth 
you, because ye have loved me, and have believed 
that I came out from God. [ came forth from the 
Father,‘and am come into the world; again, I leave 
the world, and go to the Father. His disciples said 
unto him, Lo, now speakest thou plainly, and 
speakest no proverb. Now are we sure that thou 
Inowest all things, and needest not that any man 
should ask thee: by this we believe that thou 
camest forth from God. Jesus answered them, Do 
ye now believe? Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is 
now come, that ye shall be scattered, every man to 
his own, and shall leave me alone: and yet I am 
not alone, because the Father is with me. These 
things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye might 
haye peace. In the world ye shall have tivibula- 
tion; but be of good cheer, I have overcome the 
world. f

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THE GOSPEL. St. Mark xvi. 14. 

ESUS appeared unto the eleven as they sat at 
meat, and upbraided them with their unbelief 
and hardness of heart, because they believed not 
them which had seen him after he was risen. And 
he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned. And these signs 
shall follow them that believe; In my Name shall 
they cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them ;

And 
the four beasts had each of them six wings about 
him ; and they were full of eyes within; and they 
‘rest: not day and night, saying, Holy, holy, holy, 
Lord God Almighty, which was, and is, and is to 
come. And when those beasts give glory, and 
honour, and thanks to Him that sat on the throne, 
who liveth: for ever and ever, the four and twenty 
elders fall down before Him that sat on the throne, 
and worship Him that liveth for ever and ever, and 
east their crowns before the throne, saying, Thou art 
worthy, O Lord, to receive glory, and honour, and 
power ; for thou hast created all things, and for thy 
pleasure they are, and were created.

HERE was a man of the Pharisees, named 

Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou jart a teacher come from God: 
for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, 
except God be with him,; Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
cept.a man be born again, he cannot see the King- 
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dom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can 
aman be born when he is old? can he enter the 
second time into hismother’s womb, and be: born ? 
Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Hx- 
cept a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of God.

Marvel not that I 
gaid unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of 
the Spirit. Nicodemus answered and said unto 
him, How can these things be? Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these things? Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, We speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen; and ye receive not our wit- 
ness. If I have told you earthly things, and ye be- 
lieve not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you of 
heavenly things? And no man hath ascended up 
to heaven, but he that came down from heaven, 
even the Son of Man which is in heaven. And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so taust the Son of Man be lifted up; that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.

Herein is 
our love made perfect, that we may have boldness 
in the day of judgment ; because as he is, so are we 
in this world. There is no fear in love; but per- 
fect love casteth out fear: because fear hath tor- 
ment. He that feareth is not made perfect in love. 
We love him, beeause he first loved us. If a man 
say, I love God, and hateth his brother, he is a 
liar: for he that loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God, whom he hath not 
seen? And this commandment have we from him, 
That he who loveth God love his brother also.

HERE was a certain rich man, which was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day. And there was a certain 
beggar named Lazarus, which was laid at his gate, 
full of sores, and desiring to be fed with the crumbs 
which fell from the rich man’s table: moreover the 
dogs came and licked his sores. And it came to 
pass, that the beggar died, and was carried by the 
angels into Abraham’s bosom. The rich man also 
died, and was buried ; and in hell he lifted up his 
eyes, being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom, And he eried and 
said, Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger in 
water, and cool my tongue; for I am tormented in 
this flame.

Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him to 
my father’s house: for I have five brethren; that 
he may testify unto them, lest they also come. into 
this place of torment. Abraham saith unto him, 
They have Moses and the Prophets ; let them hear 
them. And he said, Nay, father Abraham ; but if 
one went unto them from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him, If they hear not Mo- 
ses and the Prophets, neither will they be persuaded 
though one rose from the dead,

Neither murmur ye, as some of them 
also murmured, and were destroyed of the destroy- 
er. Now all these things happened unto them for 
examples: and they are written for our admoni- 
tion, upon whom the ends of the world are come. 
Wherefore let him that thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall. There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with the tempta- 
tion also make a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it.

ESUS spake this parable unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, 
anid despised others: Two men went up into the 
temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other 
a Publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 
with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
even as this Publican. I fast twice in the week, I 
give tithes of all that I possess.

of a mediator. Now a mediator is not a mediator 
of one; but God is one.

But 
the Scripture hath concluded all under sin, that the 
promise by faith of Jesus Christ might be given to 
them that believe.

so that. ye. cannot do the things that ye would. 
But if ye be led by the Spirit, ye are not under the 
Law. Now the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are these; adultery, fornication, uncleanness, 
lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, envy- 
ings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like : of the which I tell you before, as 'T have also 
told you in time past, that they who do such things 
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shall not inherit the Kingdom of God. But the 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meckness, temperance : 
against such there is no law. And they that are 
Christ’s have crucified the flesh, with the affections 
and lusts.

ND it came to pass, as Jesus went to Jerusa- 

lem, that he passed through the midst of 
Samaria and Galilee. And as he entered into a 
certain village, there met him ten men that were 
lepers, which stood afar off. And they lifted up 
their voices, and said, Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us. And when he saw them, he said unto them, 
Go show yourselves unto the Priests, And it came 
to pass, that, as they went, they were cleansed. 
And one of them, when he saw that he was healed, 
turned back, and with a loud voice glorified God, 
and fell down on his face at his feet, giving him 
thanks ; and he was a Samaritan.

O man ¢an serve two masters: for either he

But seek ye first the Kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness; and. all these things shall 
be added unto you. Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow ; for the morrow shall take thought for 
the things of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof.

Philip answered 
him, Two hundred pennyworth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that every one of them may 
take a little. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, saith unto him, There is a lad here, 
which hath five barley-loaves, and two small fishes ; 
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but what,are they among so many?) And Jesus 
said, Make the men sit down. Now. there was 
much grass in the place. So the men sat down, 
in number about five thousand, And Jesus took 
the loaves; and when he had given thanks, he dis- 
tributed to the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down; and likewise of the fishes, as 
much as they would. When they were filled, he 
said unto his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that; remain, that, nothing be lost... Therefore they 
gathered them together, and filled, twelve. baskets 
with the fragments of the five barley-loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that had eaten. 
Then those men, when they had seen the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, This is ofa truth that Prophet 
that should. come into the world,

day; and not to me only, but. unto all them also 
that love his appearing. Do thy diligence to come 
shortly unto me; for Demas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, and is departed 
unto Thessalonica ; Crescens to Galatia, Titus unto 
Dalmatia. Only Luke is with me. Take Mark, 
and bring him with thee; for he is profitable tome 
for the ministry. «And Tychicus have I sent to 
Ephesus. The cloak that [ left at Troas with Car- 
pus, when thou comest, bring with thee; and the 
books, but especially the parchments. Alexander 
the coppersmith did me much evil: the Lord re- 
ward him according to his works. Of whom be 
thou ware also; for he hath greatly withstood our 
words.

HE Lord appointed other seventy also, and 
sent them two and two before his face into 
every city and place, whither he himself would 
come. Therefore said he unto them, The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers are few; pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth labourers into his harvest.

q If among those who come to be partakers of the Holy Communion, 
Minister shall know any to be an open and notorious evil liver, 
have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the 
gregation be thereby offended ; he shall advertise him, that he presume 
not to come to the Lord’s Table, until he have m4 declared himsely 
to have truly repented and amended his former evil life, that the Congre- 
gation may thereby be satisfied ; and that he hath recompensed the parties 
to whom he hath done wrong ; or at least declare himself tobe in full pui- 
pose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. ' 


G The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwixt whom he per- 
cetveth maliceand hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be partakers of 
the Lord’s Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And if one of the 
parties, so at variance, be content to forgive from the bottom of his heart 
all that the other hath trespassed against him, and tomake amends for 
that wherein he himself hath offended ; and the other party will not be 
persuaded to a golly wnity, but remain still in his frowardness and 
malice ; the Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent person to 
the Holy Communion, and not hin that is obstinate, Provided, that 
every Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, shall be obliged 
to pice an account of the same to the Ordinary, as soon as conveniently 
may be. : 


‘G The Table, at the Communion-time having a fate white linen cloth 
it, shall stand in the body of the Church, or inthe Chaneel. And the 
Minister, standing at the right sido of the Table, or where Morning and 
Evening Prayer are appointed to be said, shall say the Lord’s Prayer and 
the, Collect following, the People kneeling ; but the Lord's Prayer may be 
omitted, if Morning Prayer hath been said immediately before.

EARLY beloved, on day next I purpose, 
through God’s assistance, to administer to all 
such as shall be religiously and devoutly disposed 
the most comfortable Sacrament of the Body and 

Blood of Christ; to be by them received in re- 

membrance of his meritorious Cross and Passion; 

whereby alone we’obtain remission of our sins, and 


are made partakers of the Kingdom of Heaven. 


Wherefore it is our duty to render most humble 
and hearty thanks to Almighty God, our heavenly 
Father, for that he hath given his Son our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, not only to die for us, but also to be 
our spiritual food and sustenance in that holy Sac- 
rament. Which being so divine and comfortable a 
thing to them who receive it worthily, and so dan- 
gerous to those who will presume to receive it un- 
worthily ; my duty is to exhort you, in the mean 


season to consider the dignity of that holy mystery,

and the great peril of the unworthy receiving there- 
of; and: so to search and examine your own con- 
sciences, (and that not lightly, and after the man- 
ner of dissemblers with God; but so) that ye may 
come holy and clean to such a heavenly Feast, in 
the marriage-garment required by God in holy 
Scripture, and be received as worthy partakers of 
that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is; First, to examine 
your lives and conversations by the rule of God’s 
commandments; and whereinsoever ye shall per- 
ceive yourselves to have offended, either by will, 
word, or deed, there to bewail your own sinfulness, 
and to confess yourselves to Almighty God, with 
full purpose of amendment of life.. And if ye shall 
perceive your offences to be such as are not only 
against God, but also against your neighbours; 
then ye shall reconcile yourselves unto them; 
being ready to make restitution and satisfaction, 
according to the uttermost of your powers, for all 
injuries and wrongs done by you to any other; 
and being likewise ready to forgive others who 
have offended you, as ye would have forgiveness of 
your offences at God's hand: for otherwise the re- 
ceiving of the holy Communion doth nothing else 
but Increase your condemnation. Therefore, if any 
of you be a blasphemer of God, an hinderer or 
slanderer of his Word, an adulterer, or be in malice, 
or envy, or in any other grievous crime; repent ye 
of your sins, or else come not to that holy Table. 

And because it is requisite that no man should 
come to the holy Communion, but with a full trust 
in God’s mercy, and with a quiet conscience ; there- 
fore, if there be any of you, who by this means can- 
not quiet his own conscience herein, but requireth 
further comfort or counsel, let him come to me, or 
to some other Minister of God’s Word, and open 
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his grief; that he may receive such godly counsel 
and advice, as may tend to the quieting of his con- 
science, and the removing of all scruple and doubt- 
iulness,

EARLY beloved brethren, on I intend, 

by God’s grace, to celebrate the Lord’s Sup- 

per: unto which, in God’s behalf, I bid you all who 
are here present; and beseech you, for the Lord 
Jesus Christ’s sake, that ye will not refuse to come 
thereto, being so lovingly called and bidden by God 
himself. Ye know how grievous and unkind a thing 
it is, when a man hath prepared arich feast, decked 
_ his table with all kind of provision, so that there 
lacketh nothing but the guests to sit down ; and yet 
they who are called (without any cause) most un- 
thankfully refuse to come. Which of you in such 
a case would not be moved? Who would not think 
a great injury and wrong done unto him? ‘Where- 
fore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take ye good 
heed, lest ye, withdrawing yourselves from this 
holy Supper, provoke God’s indignation against 
you. It is an easy matter for a man to say, I will 
not communicate, because I am otherwise hindered 
with worldly business. But such excuses are not 
80 easily accepted and allowed before God. If any 
roan say, I am a grievous sinner, and therefore am 
afraid to come: wherefore then do ye not repent 
and amend? When God calleth you, are ye not 
ashamed to say ye will not come? When ye should 
return to God, will ye excuse yourselves, and say ye 
are not ready? Consider earnestly with yourselves 
how little such feigned excuses will avail before 
God. Those who refused the feast in the Gospel,

not so excused, but counted unworthy of the heay- 
enly feast. Wherefore, according to mine Office, 
I bid you in the Name of God, I call you in Christ’s 
behalf, I exhort you, as ye love your own salvation, 
that ye will be partakers of this holy Communion. 
And as the Son of God did vouchsafe to yield up 
his soul by death upon the Cross for your salva- 
tion; so itis your duty to receive the Communion 
in remembrance of the sacrifice of his death, as he 
himself hath commanded: which if ye shall neg.

G Lorasmuch as all mortal men. are subject to many sudden perils, dis- 
eases, and sicknesses, and ever uncertain what time they shall depart 
out of this life; therefore, to the intent they may be always in readiness 
to die, whensoever it shall please Almighty God to call them, the Ministers 
shall diligently from time to time (but especially in the time of pestilence, 
or other infectious sickness) exhort their parishioners to the often receiving 
of the ely Communion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, 
when it shall be publicly administered in the Church ; that so doing. 
they may, in case of sudden visitation, have the less ewuse to.be disquieted 
Sor lack of the same. But if the sick person be not able to come to the 
Church, and yet is desirous to receive the Communion in his house ; then 
he must give timely notice to the Minister, signifying also how many 
there are lo communicate with him (which shail be two at the least ;) and 
all things necessary being prepared, the Minister shall there celebrate 
the Holy Communion, beginning with-the Collect, Hpistle, and Gospel,

from another star in glory. So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption ; itis raised inincorruption: it is sown in dishonour ; 
it is raised in glory: it is sown in weakness; if is raised is power: it is 
sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body, There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. And so it is written, The first man 
Adam was made"a living soul; the last Adam was made a quickening 
spirit. Howbeit, that was not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which is spiritual. The first man is of the 
earth, earthy: the second man is the Lord from heaven. As is the 
earthy, such are they that are earthy: and as is the heayenly, such are 
they also that are heavenly. And as we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the Kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I show you a 
mystery: we shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed, 
For this corruptible must put om incerruption, and this mortal must put 
on immortality. So when this cocruptible shall haye put on incorrup~ 
tion, and this mortal shall have put on immortality; ther shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. O 
death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory? The sting 
of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the Law. But thanks be to 
God, which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. There- 
fore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always. abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye kuow that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord.

work together for our good. 

“Tt is your part and duty, therefore, to humble yourse/f under the 
mighty hand of God, to acknowledge the righteousness of his judgments, 
and to endeavour that, by his grace, this present visitation may lead you 
to a sincere and hearty repentance. 
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The way and means thereto is, 10 examine your life and conversation 
by the rule of God’s. commandments ; and whereinsoever you shall per- 
ceive yourself to have offended either by will, word, or deed, there to be- 
wail your own sinfulness, and to confess yourself to Almighty God, with 
full purpose of amendment of life.

to forgive others who have offended you, as you would have forgiveness 
of your offences at God’s hand, And to this true repentance and change 
of mind you must add a lively and steadfast faith, and dependence mage 
the merits of the death of Christ, with an entire resignation of yoursely to 
the will of God. Except you repent, and believe, we can give you no hope 
of salvation. But if you do sincerely repent and believe, God hath 
declared, though your sins be as red as scarlet, they shall be made white 
as snow; though your wickednesses have gone over your head, yet shall 
they not be your destruction. 

e exhort you therefore in the Name of God, and of his ‘dear Son 
Jesus Christ our Saviour, and as you tender your own salyation, to take 
ood heed of these things in time, while the day of salvation lasteth; for 
the night cometh, when no man can work. While you have the light, 
believe in the light, and walk as children of the light, that you be not 
cast into outer darkness ; that you may not knock, when the door shall be 
shut; and cry for mercy, when itis the time of justice. Now, you are 
the object of God’s mercy, if by repentance and true faith you turn unto 
him; but if you neglect these things, you will be the ter of his justice 
and vengeance. Now, you may claim the merits of Christ; but if you 
die in your sins, his sufferings will tend to your greater condemnation.

You 
are shortly to suffer death in such a manner, that others, warned by, your 
example, may be the more afraid to offend; and we pray God, that you 
may make such use of your punishments in this world, that your soul 
may be saved in the world to come. 
herefore we come to you in the bowels of compassion, and, being de- 
sirous that you should avoid presumption on the one hand, and despair 
on the other, shall plainly lay before you the wretchedness of your con- 
dition, and declare how far you ought to depend on the mercies of God, 
and the merits of our Saviour. Consider then seriously with yourself, in 
all pppesmauce the time of your dissolution draweth near; your sins have 
laid fast hold upon you; you are soon to be removed from among men b 
a violent death; and you shall fade away suddenly like the grass, whic 
in the morning is green and groweth up, but in the evening is cut down, 
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dried up, and withered. After you have thus finished the course of a sin- 
ful and miserable life, you sha appear before the Judge of all flesh; 
who, as he pronounces blessings on the righteous, shall likewise say, with 
a terrible voice of most just judgment, to the wicked, Go, ye accursed, 
into the fire everlasting, prepared for the deyil and his angels. d 

Your sins have brought you too near this dreadiul sentence; it is there- 
fore your part and duty, my brother, humbly to confess and bewail your 
great and manifold offences, and to repent you truly of your sins, as you 
tender the eternal salvation of your soul. 

Be not deceived with a vain and presumptuous expectation of God’s 
favour, nor say within yourself, Peace, peace, where there is no peace; 
for there is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. God is not mocked; 
he is of purer eyes than to behold inignity 5 and without holiness no man 
shall see the Lord. On the other hand, despair not of G:d’s mercy, 
though trouble is on every side; for God shutteth not up his mercies for 
ever in displeasure: but if we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness, Do not 
either way abuse the goodness of God, who calleth us mercifully to 
amendment, and of his endless pity promiseth us forgiveness of that 
which is peek, if with a perfect Fens true heart we return unto him, 

Since therefore you are soon to pass into an endless and unchangeable 
state, and your future happiness or misery depends upon the few mo- 
ments which are left you, I require you strictly to examine yourself, and 
your estate both towards God and towards man; and let no worldly con- 
sideration hinder you from making a true and full confession of your sins, 
and giving all the satisfaction which is in your Bower to every one whom 

‘ou have wronged or injured; that you may find mercy at your heayenl 

‘atker’s hand, for Christ’s sake, and not be condemned in the dreadful 
oy of judgment. a 

astly, beloyed, submit yourself with Christian resignation to the just 
judgment of God, which your own crimes have brought upon you, and be 
in charity with all men; being ready sincerely to forgive all such as have 
offended you, not excepting those who have prosecuted you even unto 
death : and, though this may seem a hard saying, yet know assuredly, that 
without it your charity is not yet perfect. And fail not earnestly to en- 
deavour and pray for this blesse femper and composure of mind. So 
may you cast yourself with an entire dependence upon the mercies of 
God, through the merits of our Saviour and Redeemer Jesus Christ.

13 Thinkest thou that I will eat bulls’ flesh, and 
drink the blood of goats ? 
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14 Offer unto God thanksgiving, and pay thy 
vows unto the Most Highest. 

15 And call upon me in the time of trouble ; 
so will I hear thee, and thou shalt praise me. 

16 But unto the ungodly said God, Why dost 
thou preach my laws, and takest my covenant in 
thy mouth ; 

17 Whereas thou hatest to be reformed, and hast 
cast my words behind thee ? 

18 When thou sawest a thief, thou consentedst 
unto him; and hast been partaker with the adul- 
terers. 

19 Thou hast let thy mouth speak wickedness, 
and with thy tongue thou hast set forth deceit. 

20 Thou sattest and spakest against thy brother; 
yea, and hast slandered thine own mother’s son.

NTO thee, O God, do we give thanks; yea, 
unto thee do we give thanks, 

2 Thy Name also is so nigh; and that do thy 
wondrous works declare. 

3 When I receive the congregation, I shall judge 
according unto right. ° 

4 The earth is weak, and all the inhabiters there- 
of: I bear up the pillars of it. 

5 I said unto the fools, Deal not so madly; and 
to the ungodly, Set not up your horn. 

6 Set not up your horn on high, and speak not 
with a stiff neck. 

7 For promotion cometh neither from the east, 
nor from the west, vor yet from the south. ; 

8 And why? God is the Judge; he putteth down 
one, and setteth up another. 

9 For in the hand of the Lord there is a cup, 
and the wine is red; it is full mixt, and he poureth 
out of the same. : 

10 As for the dregs thereof, all the ungodly of 
the earth shall drink them, and suck them out. 

11 But I will talk of the God of Jacob, and 
praise him for ever. 

12 All the horns of the ungodly also will I break, 
and the horns of the righteous shall be exalted.

N Jewry is God known; his Name is great in 


Tsrael. 
2 At Salem is his tabernacle, and his dwelling in 


Sion. 
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3 There brake he the arrows of the bow, the 
shield, the sword, and the battle. 

4 Thou art of more honour and might than the 
hills of the robbers. 

5 The proud are robbed, they have slept their 
sleep; and all the men whose hands were mighty 
have found nothing, 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, both the 
chariot and horse are fallen. 

4 Thou, even thou art to be feared; and who 
may stand in thy sight when thou art angry ? 

8 Thou didst cause thy, judgment to be heard 
from heaven; the earth trembled and was still, 

9 When God arose to judgment, and to help all 
the meek upon earth. 

10 The fierceness of man shall turn to thy praise ; 
and the fierceness of them shalt thou refrain. 

11 Promise unto the Lorp your God, and keep 
it, all ye that are round about him}; bring presents 
unto him that ought to be feared. 

12 He shall refrain the spirit of princes, and is 
wonderful among the kings of the earth. 


Psalm Ixxvii. Voce mea ad Dominwn. 


WILL cry unto God with my voice; even unto 
God will I éry with my maige, and. he: shall 
hearken unto me. 

2 In the time of my trouble I sought the Lord: 
my sore ran, and ceased not in: the coe a at 
my soul refused comfort. 

3 When I amin heaviness, I will think upon 
God; when my heart is vexed, T will complain. 

4 Thou holdest mine eyes waking: I am s0 
feeble that I cannot speak. 

5 I have considered the days of old, and the 
years that are past. 

6 I call to remembrance my song, and in the 
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night I commune with mine own heart, and search 
out my spirit. 

7 Will the Lord absent himself for ever? and 
will he be no more intreated ? 

8 Is his merey clean gone for ever? and is his 
promise come utterly to an end for evermore ? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious? and will 
he shut up his loving-kindness in displeasure ? 

10 And I said, It is mine own infirmity; but I 
will remember the years of the right hand of the 
Most Highest. 

11 I will remember the works. of the Lorp, and 
call to mind thy wonders of old time, 

12 I will think also of all thy works, and my 
talking shall be of thy doings. 

_ 13 Thy way, O God, is holy; who is so great a 
God as our God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest. wonders, and 
hast declared thy power among the people. 

15 Thou hast mightily delivered thy people, eyen 
the sons of Jacob and Joseph, 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the) waters 
saw thee, and were afraid; the depths also were 
troubled. 

17 The ‘clouds poured out water, the air thun- 
dered, and thine arrows went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was heard round 
‘about: the lightnings shone upon the ground ; the 
earth was moved, and shook withal. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy paths in the 
great waters, and thy footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like sheep, bri the 
hand of Moses and Aaron.

EAR my law, 0 my people; incline your ears 
unto the words of my mouth, 

2) I will open my mouth in a parable; I will de- 
clare hard sentences of old ; 

8 Which we have heard and known, and such as 
our fathers have told us; 

4 That we should not hide them from the chil- 
dren of the generations to come; but to show the 
honour, of the Lorp, his mighty and wonderful 
works that he hath done. 

5 He made a covenant with Jacob, and gave Is- 
rael a law, which he commanded our ‘forefathers to 
teach their children ; 

-6 That, their posterity, might know it, and the 
children which were yet unborn ; 

4% To the intent that when they came up, they 
might show their children the same ; 

8 That they might put their trust in God; and 
not to forget the works of God, but to keep his 
commandments ; 

9 And not to be as their forefathers, a faithless 
and stubborn generation; a generation that set not 
their heart aright, and whose spirit cleayeth not 
steadfastly unto God ; 

10 Like as the children of Ephraim ; who being 
harnessed, and carrying bows, turned themselves 
back in the day of battle. 

“11 They kept not the covenant of God, and 
wold not walk in his Jaw ; 

12 But forgat what he had done, and the. won- 
derful works that he had showed for them. ; 

13 Marvellous things did he in the sight of our 
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forefathers, in the land of Egypt, even in the field 
of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let them go througa ; 
he made the waters to stand on an heap, 

15 In the day-time also he led them with a 
cloud, and all the night through with a light of fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks in the wilderness, and. 
gave them drink thereof, as it had been out of the 
great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the stony rock, so 
that it gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they sinned more against him, 
and provoked the Most Highest in the wilderness. 

19 They tempted God in their hearts, and re- 
quired meat for their lust. 

20 They spake against God also, saying, Shall 
God prepare a table in the wilderness ? 

21 He smote the stony rock indeed, that the 
water gushed out, and the streams flowed withal; 
but can he give bread also, or provide flesh for his 
people? 

22 When the Lorn heard this, he was wroth; so 
the fire was kindled in Jacob, and there came up 
heavy displeasure against Israel; 

23 Because they believed not in God, and put 
not their trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds above, and 
opened the doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down manna also upon them for to 
eat, and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels’ food; for he sent 
them meat enough. 

27 He caused the east-wind to blow under 
heaven ; and through his power he brought in the” 
southwest-wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon them as thick as dust, 
and feathered fowls like as the sand of the sea. 
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29 He let it fall among their tents, even round 
about their habitation. 

80 So they did eat, and were well filled; for he 
gave them their own desire: they were not dis- 
appointed of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was yet in their mouths, 
the heavy wrath of God came upon them, and slew 
the wealthiest of them; yea, and smote down the 
chosen men that were in Israel. 

32 But for all this they siuned yet more, and be- 
lieved not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he consume in van- 
ity, and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they sought him, and 
turned them early, and inquired after God. 

85 And they remembered that God was their 
strength, and that the high God was their re- 
deemer. 

36 Nevertheless, they did but flatter him with 
their mouth, and dissembled with him in their 
ton 
37 For their heart was not whole with him, 
neither continued they steadfast in his covenant. 

38 But he was so merciful, that he forgave their 
misdeeds, and destroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned he his wrath away, 
and would not suffer his whole displeasure to arise. 

40 For he considered that they were but flesh, 
and that they were even a wind that passeth away, 
and cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the 
wilderness, and grieved him in the desert. 

, 42 They turned back, and tempted God, and 
moved the Holy One in Israel, 

43 They thought not of his hand, and of the day 
when he delivered them from the hand of the 
ELEDYO} 
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‘44 How he had wrought his miracles in Egypt, 
and his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into blood, so that 
they might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and devoured them 
up; and frogs to destroy them, 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar, and 
their labour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with hailstones, and 
their mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also with hailstones, 
and their flocks with hot thunderbolts, 

50 He cast upon them the furiousness of his 
wrath, anger, displeasure, and trouble: and sent 
evil angels among them. 

51 He made a way to his indignation, and spared 
not their soul from death ; but gave their life over 
to the pestilence ; 

52 And smote all the first-born in Hgypt, the 
most principal and mightiest in the dwellings of 
Ham. 

53 But/as for his own people, he ted them forth 
like sheep, and carried them in the wilderness like 
a flock. 

54 He brought them out safely, that they should 
not fear, and overwhelmed their enemies with the 
sea. 

65 And brought them within the borders of his 


_ ganctuary, even to his mountain, which he pur- 


chased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also before them, 
caused their land to be divided among them for an 
heritage, and made the tribes of Israel to dwell in 
their tents. 

57 So they tempted and displeased the most 
high God, and kept not his testimonies ; 

58 But turned their backs, and fell away like 
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their forefathers; starting aside like a broken 
bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hillaltars, 
and provoked him to displeasure with their 
images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth, and 
took sore displeasure at Israel ; 
~ 61 So that he forsook the tabernacle in Silo, 
even the tent that he had pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their power into captivity, and 
their beauty into the enemy’s hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto the sword, 
and was wroth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men, and their 
maidens were not given to marriage. 

65, Their priests were: slain with the sword, and 
there were no widows to make lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, and 
like a giant refreshed with wine. 

67, He smote his enemies in the hinder parts, 
and put them to a perpetual shame: 

_ 68 He refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and 
chose not the tribe of Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah, even the hill 
of Sion which he loved. 

40 And there he built his temple on high, and 
laid the foundation of it like the ground which he 
hath made continually. 

71 He chose David also his servant, and took 
him away from the sheep-folds : 

72, As he was following the ewes great with 
young ones he took him, that he might feed Jacob 
his people, and Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faithful and true 
heart, and ruled them prudently with all his power.

God, the heathen are come into thine inheri- 
tance; thy holy temple have they defiled, 
and made Jerusalem an heap of stones.

10: Wherefore do the heathen say, Where is now 
their God ? 

11 O let the vengeance of thy servants’ blood 
that is shed, be openly showed upon the heathen, 
in our sight, 

12 O let the sorrowful sighing of the prisoners 
come before thee; according to the greatness %f 


/ 
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thy power, preserve thou those that are appointed 
to die. 

13 And for the blasphemy wherewith our neigh- 
bours have blasphemed thee, reward thou them, 
O Lord, seven-fold into their bosom. 

14 So we, that are thy people, and sheep of thy 
pasture, shall give thee thanks for ever, and will 
alway be showing forth thy praise from generation 
to generation.

eres Old Testament is not contrary to the New: for both in the 
Old and New Testament everlasting life is offered to Mankind b 
Christ, who is the only Mediator between God and Man, being both God 
and Man. Wherefore they are not to be heard, which feign that the old 
Fathers did look only for transitory promises. Although the Law given 
from God by Moses, as touching Ceremonies and Rites, do not bind 
Christian men, nor the Civil sprecents thereof ought of necessity to he re- 
eeived in any commonwealth; yet notwithstanding, no Christian man 
whatsoever is free from the obedience of the Commandments which are 
called Moral. 


ArT. VIIL Of the Creeds. 


Ap ae Nicene Creed, and that which is commonly called the Apostles? 
Creed, ought: thoroughly to be received and believed: for they may 
be proved by most certain warrants of Holy Scripture. 


Art. IX. Of Original or Birth-Sin. ; 


(OU es sin standeth not in the following of Adam, (as the 
Pelagians do palatal 3) but. it is the fault and corruption of the 
Nature of every man, 4 naturally is engendered of the offspring of 
dum ; whereby man is very far gone from original righteousness, and is 
of his own nature inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth always con- 
| trary to the Bes and therefore in every person born into this world, it 
 deserveth God’s wrath and damnation. And this infection of nature 
doth remain, yea in them that are regenerated ; whereby the lust of the 
flesh, called in Greek, pdvnwa capkos, (which some do expound the 
wisdom, some sensuality, some the affection, some the desire, of the flesh,) 
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is not subject to the Law of God. And although there is no condemnation 
for them that believe and are baptized; yet the Apostle doth confess, 
that concupiscence and lust hath of itself the nature of sin. 


Arr. X. Of Free- Will. 


HE condition of Man after thé fall of Adam is such, that he cannot 
turn and prepare himself, by his own natural strength and good 
works, to faith, and calling upon God. Wherefore we have no power to 
do good works pleasant and acceptable to God, without the grace of God 
by Christ preventing us, that we may have a good will, and working 
with us, when we have that good will. 


Art. XI, Of the Justification of Man. 


WS are accounted righteous before God, only for the merit of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, and not for our own 
works or deservings. Wherefore, that we are justified by Faith only; 
is a most wholesome Doctrine, and very full of comfort, as more leatlg 
is expressed in the Homily of Justification, 


Ant. XIL Of Good Works. 


LBEIT-that Good Works, which are the fruits of Faith, and follow 

after Justification, cannot put away our sins, and endure the sever- 

ity of God’s judgment; yet are they pleasing and acceptable to God in 

Christ, and do spring out necessarily of a true and lively Faith; inso-

PAE SS Works besides, over and above, God’s Commandments, 
which they call Works of Supererogation, cannot bo taught without 
arrogancy and imp‘ety: for by them men do declare, that they do not 
only render unto God as much as they are bound to do, but that they do 
more for his sake, than of bounden duty is required : whereas Christ saith 
plainly, When ye have done all that are commanded to you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants. ‘ 


Art. XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 


HRIST in the truth of ovr nature was made like unto us in all 
things, sin only except, from which he was clearly void, both in his 
flesh, and in his spirit. He came to be the Lamb «without spo’, who, by 
sacrifice of himself once made, should take away the sins of the world; 
and sin (as Saint John saith) was not in him, , But all we the rest, 
although baptized, and born again in Christ, yet offend in many things; 
and if we say we have no sin, we deceive ourselves; and the truth is no 


in us. 
Art. XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 


No every deadly sin willingly, committed co Ne eg is sin 
against ‘the Holy Ghost, and unpardonable, Wherefore the gfant 
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of repentance is not to be denied to such as fall into sin after Baptism. 
After we have received the Holy Ghost, we may depart from grace 
given, and fall into sin, and by the grace of God we may arise again, and 
amend our lives. And therefore they are to be condemned, which say, 
they can no more sin as long as they live here, or deny the place of for- 
giveness to such as truly repent. 


Ant. XVII. Of Predestination and Election. 


REDESTINATION to Life is the everlasting purpose of God, 
whereby (before the foundations of the world were laid) he hath con- 
Stantly decreed by his counsel secret to us, to deliver from curse and 
damnation those whom he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, and to: 
bring them by Christ to everlasting sulvation, as vessels made to honour, 
Wherefore, they which be endued with so excellent a benefit of God, be 
called according to God’s purpose by his Spirit working in due season: 
they through Grace obey the calling: they be justified freely; they be 
made sons of God by po penens they be made like the image of his only- 
begotten Son Jesus Christ: they walle religiously in good works, and at 
length, by God’s mercy, they attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestination, and our Election in 
Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeakable comfort to godly per- 
sons, and such as feel in themselves the auegor the Spirit of Christ, 
mortifying the works of the flesh, and their earthly members, and draw- 
ing up their mind to high and heavenly things, a3 well because it doth 
greatly establish and confirm their faith of eternal Salvation to be en- 
joyed yorone Christ, as because it doth fervently kindle their love 
towards God; So, for curious and carnal persons, lacking the Spirit of 
Christ, to have continually before their eyes the sentence of God’s Predesti- 
nation, is a most dangerous downfall, whereby the Devil doth thrust 
them eitheninto desperation, or into wretchlessness of most unclean living, 
no Jess perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God’s promises in such wise, as they be 
generally set forth to us in Moly Scripture: and, in our doings, that Will 
of God is to be followed, which we haye expressly declared unto us in the 
Word of God, ’

There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, 
that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord, 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is to say, Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Extreme Unetion, are not to be 
counted for Sacraments of the Goarel being such as have fa Hrs seat of 
the corrupt following of the Apostles, partly are states of life allowed in 
the Scriptures; but yet have not like nature of Sacraments with Baptism, 
and the Lord’s Supper, for that they have not any visible sign or cere- 
mony ordained of God, 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be 
carried about, but that we should duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome effect or operation; 
but fhey that receive them unworthily, purchase to themselves damua- 
tion, as Saint Paul saith. 


Arr. XXVI.. Of the Unwworthiness of the Ministers, 
which hinders not the effect of the Sacraments, 
LTHOUGH in tho visible Church the evil be ever mingled with the 


good, and sometimes the evil have chief authority in the Ministra- 
tion of the Word and Sacraments, yet forasmuch as they do not the same

ordinance taken away by their wickedness, nor the grace of God’s gifts 
diminished from suchas by faith, and rightly, do receive the Sacraments 
ministered unto them; which be effectual, because of Chriet’s institution 
and promise, although they be ministgred by evil men, 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the discipline of the Church, that 
inquiry be made of evil Ministers, and that they be accused by those 
that have knowledge of their offences; and finally, being found guilty, by 
just judgment be deposed. 


Art, XXVIL Of Baptism. 


M is not only a sign of profession, and mark of differerce, 
cee Christian aon red Rigeecedl from others that be not chris- 
toned, but it is also a sign of Regeneration or New-Birth, whereby, as by 
an instrument, they that receive Baptism rightly are grafted into the 
Church ; the promises of the forgiveness of sin, and of our adoption to be 
the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed and sealed ; Faith 
is confirmed, and Graco increased by virtue of prayer unto God. 

The. Baptism of young Children is int any vise to be retained in the 
Church, ng most agreeable with the institution of Christ. 


Arr. XXVIII. Of the Lord's Supper. 


re Supper of the Lord is not only sign of the love that Christians 
_L ought to have among themselves one to another; but rather it isa 
Sacrament of our Redemption by Christ’s death: insomuch that to such 
as rightly, worthily, and with faith, receive the same, the Bread which 
we break is a partaking of the Body of Christ; and likewise the Cup of 
Blessing is a partaking of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the puenge of the substance of Bread and Wine) 
in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ; but is re- 
phenan to the plain words of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a 

acrament, and hath given occasion to many superstitions. 

The Body of Christ is piven taken, and enten, in the Supper, only 
after an heavenly and 5 ritual manner, And the mean whereby the 
Body of Christ is received and eaten in the Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by Christ’s ordinance re- 
served, carried about, lifted up, or worshipped.

(pee Book of Consecration of Bishops, and Ordering of Priests and 
Deacons, as set forth by the General Convention of this Church in 
1792, doth contain all things necessary to such Consecration and Order- 
ing; neither hath it any thing that, of itself, is superstitious and ungodly. 
And, therefore, whosoever are consecrated or ordered according to said 
Form, we decree all such to be rightly; orderly, and lawfully consecrated 
and ordered. 


Art. XXXVII. Of the Power of the Civil Magistrates. 


phe Power of the Civil Magistrate extendeth to all men, as well 
Clergy as Laity, in all things tentporal; but hath no authority in 
things purely spiritual. And we hold it to be the duty of all men who 
are professors of the Gospel, to pay respectful obedience to the Civil Au- 
thority, regularly and nexitimately constituted. x

THE PREFACE, 


TL? is evident unto all men. diligently reading Holy 
Scripture and ancient Authors, that from the Apostles’ 
time there have been these Orders of Ministers in Ohrist's 
Church,—Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. Which Offices 
were evermore had im such reverend Estimation, that 
no man might presume to enccute any of them, except he 
were first called, tried, examined, and known to have . 
such qualities as are requisite for the same; and also . 
by publie Prayer, with Imposition of Hands, were ap- 
proved and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. 
‘And therefore, to the intent that these Orders may be con- 
tinued, and reverently used and esteemed in this 
Church, no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lare- 
ful Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, in this Ohurch, or suffered 
to ewecute any of the said Functions, except he be called, 
tried, ewnamined, and admitted thereunto, according to 
the Form hereafter following, or hath had Episcopal 
Consecration or Ordination. 

And none shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bish- 
op, except he be of the age which the Canon in that case 
provided may require. 

And the Bishop, knowing either by himself, or by suffi- 
cient testimony, any Person to be a man of virtuous con- 
versation, and without crime; and, after examination 
and trial, finding him sufficiently instructed in the Holy 
Seripture, and otherwise learned as the Canons require, 
may, at the times appointed, or else, on urgent occasion, 
wpon some other day, in the face of the Ohurch, admit 
him a Deacon, in such manner and form as followeth,
